NEW YORK (UP)—Alger Hiss, found guilty of lying to con- 
ceal that he once betrayed his country, was in seclusion yesterday, 
waiting his day of sentencing. The former high state department 
official and his stoic little wife, Priscilla, sped away from the fed- 
eral courthouse yesterday in a friend’s red sedan. Their whereabouts 
today was not known. It was believed they would stay with friends 
until Wednesday morning, when Hiss will hear Federal Judge Henry 
W. Goddard pronounce sentence. 


MAY PROBE CRIME SYNDICATES 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The senate’s super investigating com- 
mittee which helped put Maj. Gen. Benett E. Meyers in jail and dap- 
per John Maragon under indictment, may get a crack at the nation’s 
big crime syndicates, Sen. Estes Kefauver, D., Tenn., has introduced 
a resolution for a $100,000 investigation of the big time operators 
and some members of the investigating committee already are work- 
ing to have their group assigned to do the job. 


‘BIG MO’ WiLL TRY BIG.PULL 


NORFOLK, Va. (UP)—The battleship Missouri will attempt to 
pull herself out of the mud by her own bootstraps Feb. 2, the Navy 
explained yesterday. A dozen anchors, each weighing four tons, will 
be cast 1,000 yards astern of the grounded battle queen in Hamp- 
ton roads. If the Missouri’s full power can be restored in time for 
the Feb. 2 flood tide, the Navy hopes that she can pull herself free 
by her own steam — by winding up on the cables. 


NEED MORE PSYCHIATRISTS AT PRISON 


LOS ANGELES (UP)—An assembly committee yesterday criti- 
cized San Quentin’s psychiatric department as “completely swamped” 
and urged immediate doubling of the prison’s psychiatric staff. Chair- 
man Vernon Kilpatrick of the assembly interim committee on crime 
and correction said the prison staff should “at least be doubled be- 
fore any claim to ‘correctional therapy’ within the prison walls could 
be considered more than slogan.”

A precedent-setting ordin- 
ance requiring citrus growers 
to discard 9 types of smudge 
pots and ban smudging en- 
tirely in residential sections is 
up for final action before the 
Ontario council tonight, 

The big question in house- 
holders’ minds is whether or 


not it will be an emergency 
jordinance and go ifito effect im- 
mediately or whether it will go 


What smaller communities can do about generating local} through normal procedure and go 


into effect in 30 days. If it is the 
latter, they are ready to resume 
their fight of last tweek. 

If the emergency section of 
ordinance is inserted tonight, 
adoption will be delayed another 
five days at least because the pro- 
posed ordinance would then have 
to be re-introduced and given an- 
other first reading. 


The big question in the minds | 


of the orange growers is whether 
the first section will be put into 
effect, which would banish smudge 
in certain sections of the city al- 
together. If that goes through, 
then they are prepared to resume 
their battle. 

CLAUSE READY 

Since the first reading last 
Tuesday night, a lot of comment 
and “no-comment” statements 
have taken place abcut the emer- 
gency clause which householders 
had understood to ‘be included in 
the ordinance. 

T. S. Duck told newsmen that 
immediately following the last 
meeting, City Attorney Henry 
Busch had told him that he had 
an emergency clause ready to be 
inserted, but that he had not 
brought up the matter because 
‘it was not requested by the: anti- 
smudgers at the meeting. 

Busch had no comment on the 
matter, declaring that a fair rec- 
ord of what had taken place had 
appeared in local newspapers. 
OTHER CITIES ACT 

Hundreds of citizens are again 
expected to be on hand at the city 
hall tonight to see what action 
the council takes in the matter. 

Meanwhile, action is being taken 
in other cities to do away at least 
in part of the smudge nuisance.

Navy Looking for 
Ways to Bolster 
Pacific Fleet 


SAN DIEGO (UP)-—The navy 
is studying ways to strengthen 


the Pacific Fleet and “probably” 
would assign any additional ships 
to Asia, Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, 
chief of naval operations, said 


| yesterday. 


The newly-appointed naval chicf 
made the announcement at a 
press conference after conferring 
with his two top Pacific admirals, 
Vice-Adm. Arthur Radford, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific 
Fleet, and Vice-Adm. T. L. 
Sprague, air commander in the 
Pacific. 

Admiral Sherman’s visit here 
was his first to the West Coast 
since his appointment. It was be- 
lieved made for the express pur- 
pose of talking to Sprague, just 
returned from an aerial tour of 
U. S. bases in China and Japan. 
WOULD ASSIGN MORE 

Sherman said the navy had 
added one aircraft carrier and 
“some” destroyers in the Pacific 
“and we are studying ways of 
making it stronger.” 

“If we had four aircraft car- 
Pacific Fleet, natur- 
ally we probably would assign 
more to Asia,’’ Sherman said. 

He said there are two aircraft 
carriers in the present Pacific 
Fleet, the Boxer and Valley Forge. 
The Boxer was scheduled to be 
de-activated July 1, but Sherman 
said instead it was kept on active 
duty until another carrier can be 
assigned to the Pacific. 

He said the carrier would be 
assigned as soon as the Oriscani, 
now under construction on the 
East Coast, is finished. 


See Oleo Price Drop 
If Taxes Taken Off 


WASHINGTON’ (UP) A 
margarine industry spokesman 
predicted today that colored oleo 
prices will drop 10 cents a pound 
“immediately” after federal taxes 
are removed if congress doesn’t 
insist retailers sell it in triangular 
molds. 

Oleo tax repeal bills approved 
by both the house and senate 
would kill the tax starting July 1. 

Paul T. Truitt, president of the 
National Association of Marga- 
rine manufacturers, said the price 
cuts will show up “as soon ag 
grocers open their doors” after 
repeal of the 64-year-old, 10- 
cents-a-pound levy. } 


Find Tucker, Associates Innocent 
Of Fraud Rap in ‘Dream Car’ Deal 


CHICAGO (UP) Preston 
Tucker and seven associates yes- 
terday were acquitted of all 
charges of fraud and conspiracy 
in their $28,000,000 attempt to 
build a postwar “dream car” that 
never got into mass production. 

A. federal court jury of seven 
men and five women deliberated 
17 hours over a span of two days 
in rejecting 31 counts of mail 
fraud, securities and exchange 
commission violations and cons- 
piracy against the defendants. 

Tucker, central figure of the 
three-month trial, and his asso- 
ciates many of them veteran auto- 
motive men, broke out in unres- 
trained joy at the verdict. Some 
were tearful. 

The jury received the case at 
10:55 a.m. CST (8:55 a.m. PST) 
yesterday and debated until 1 a.m. 
yesterday morning with time out 
for dinner and a brief re-reading 


of instructions. They retired for 
a nine-hour recess behind locked 
doors of a jury room in the crim- 
inal courts building. 

Yesterday the panel resumed 
deliberations at 10 a.m., stopping 
at 1 p.m. for an hour’s lunch. The 
jurors were ready with a verdict 
at 3:05 p.m. but there was a de- 
lay until about 3:30 (1:30 pm. 
PST) in the reading of the ver- 
dict. 

Jurors reported that the chief 
stumbling block in reaching @ ver- 
dict had been the questions of 
“intent” to defraud in the or- 
ganization of the Tucker Corp., 
its stock sales and subsequent 
failure to mass-produce a radi- 
cally-new car. 

It was learned that the jury 
took four ballots. The first two 
were 10 to two for acquittal, the 
third 11 to one for acquittal and 
the fourth unanimous. 
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Congress Over 
Truman Tax Plan 


WASHINGTON (UP) — 
President Truman unveits his 
long awaited tax plan today 
reportedly with bad news for 
big business. a little cheer for 
th individual income taxpayer, 
and the makings of a possible 
congressional revolt. 

In a special message to the 


house where all tax legislation 
must originate, he is expected to 
call for cuts of about $750,000,000 
a year in federal excise (sales) 
taxes on furs, jewelry, luggage, 
cosmetics, travel tickets, tele- 
phone calls and telegrams. The 
idea would be to make these 
things cheaper to the public and 
thus help some businesses. 

But he reportedly will demand 
the cuts be cffset by a $1,000,000,- 
000-a-year hike in taxes on cor- 
porations, estates and gifts. 


ELECTION COMING 

Congressional sources said he 
will not propose raising income 
taxes as he did without success 
last year. 
on finding revenue to keep reve- 
nues at slightly above their pres- 
ent level to help meet the $5,100,- 
000,000 deficit forecast in his fis- 
cal 1951 budget. 

With elections coming up next 
fall, congressmen of both parties 
are ready and willing to cut ex- 
cise taxes as far, and perhaps 
farther, than Mr. Truman wants. 
But his bid for higher taxes on 
corporations will run into stiff 
opposition from Republicans and 


Democrats alike, and may set off | 
the hottest political battles of the | 


year. 


For one thing, it will clear the | 
way for a showdown between the | 


President’s deficit-spending adher- 


ents and a GOP-Democrat econ- | 


omy bloc coalition which hopes to 
lop enough from the budget to 
ceffset the deficit. 


STOPPED BUYING : 

Senator Eugene D. Millikin, Re- 
publican, of Colorado, ranking 
GOP member of the tax-writing 
finance committee, forecast that 
Congress will move quickly to cut 
excises without getting tied 
in a “long controversy” over high- 
er business levies. 

He said reports of a coming ex- 
cise tax cut already have caused 
many people to stop buying taxed 
merchandise, and therefore Con- 
gress must “lose no time’ in act- 
ing.

PHILADELPHIA (UP) 
search specialist Dr. Hugh J. 
Creech said yesterday that he has 
achieved “dramatic” results in 
treating cancerous mice with mul- 
tiple sugars produced by a com- 
mon variety of bacteria. 

The sugars also have been used 
experimentally on human cancer 
patients, with encouraging  re- 
sults, he said. 

Creech, of the institute for 
cancer research, has been work- 
ing with the sugars known to 
science as polysaccharides for 
|four years with the support of 
the American Cancer society. He 
said the sugar poison cells, at- 
tacking the fact-growing can- 
cerous cells before striking at 
normal tissue. 

“The results to date are far

a cure for human cancer,” 
he said, “but partial destruction 
of certain tumors has been noted. 


“We now think enough of the 
potentialities of polysaccharides 
as tumor-destroying agents to 
work on them for the next 10 
years, if necessary.” 

The polysaccharides, or mul- 
tiple sugars, are produced by a 
type of bacteria known as bachil- 
lus prodogiosus, which is wide- 
spread and harmless to man. 
Creech gets the. bacteria from 
laboratories. 

He said the sugars are given 
off by the bacteria as they mul- 
tiply in cultures. The task of ex- 
tracting the sugars is complicat- 


ed, he said, and it takes a lot of 


bacteria to get a little sugar,

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Trains 


? BERLIN (UP) — Soviet au- 
thorities, openly defying stiff 
Western Allied protests. today 
halted U. S. military train and 
truck traffic at the border be- 
tween Western Germany and 
the Russian zone. 

The move resembled the 
Soviet tactics which finally led 
to the 1948 blockade of Berlin. 


The new Soviet harrassment ap- 
parently was precipitated by the 
allied seizure Tuesday of a build- 
ing housing the Soviet-controled 
rail administration in the U. S. 
sector of Berlin. Maj. Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor, Berlin's American 
commandant, ordered western po- 
lice Saturday to return the build- 
ng to the Soviets, commenting 
that the building was “not worth 
the threat of a new blockade.” 
HALT TRAINS 

The United States army trans- 


port office at Helmstedt, western 
allied checkpoint only a few 
miles from the Soviet checkpoint 
it Marienborn, said Russian 
ruards had halted three U. 8S. 
nilitary trains this morning. 

At midnight the Russians im- 
posed a “slowdown” blockade on 
vehicular traffic on the super 
highway linking west Germany 
with Berlin. 

All three trains were finally 


permitted to pass through the So- 


viet checkpoints after delays of 
more than three to about six 
hours. A westbound Berlin td 
Frankfurt train was cleared at 
6:35 a.m. (12:35 a.m. EST), and 
{the two east-bound trains —- 


Frankfurt to Berlin and Bremer- 
haven to Berlin were permitted 


to enter the Soviet zone about a 
half hour later. 
HAVING TROUBLE 

The officer declined to give any 
details of the stoppage. ‘We are 
having trouble here,’”’ he merely 
reported, “trains are being held 
up.” 

Army transport officers here 
said the eastbound trains were 
stopped just outside of Marien- 
born. 

“Looks like the Russians are 
at it again,” one officer said. 

In the 1948 blockade, the Rus- 
sians halted all trains to and from 
Berlin which is surrounded by 
Soviet occupied territory. They 


began the blockade by first halt- 
ing’ military trains, then extend- 


ing the blockade to highway 
traffic before clamping down on 
all trains and traffic, including 


'German civilian.

tended to help readers in the 
preparation of their returns, 
The information contained in 
these articles has been prepar- 
ed by Robert A. Riddell, Act- 
ing Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue for the Sixth District of 
California. 

The period for filing federal 
income tax returns opened on 
January 3; and returns are now 
due from all individuals who are 


required to make them. The fil- } 
ing period continues until March , 


15, after which date all filings will 
be delinquent, and penalties will 
attach. 


Every individual ivho is a citi-| 


zen or resident of the United 


States. who had gross income in| 
the sum of $600.00 or more dur- | 
ing the year 1949 must file a re- | 
jturn. Age of the individual has | 
nothing to do with his filing lia- | 
bility. The fact that a person is | 


under the age of 21 does not ex- 
empt him from filing a return. 
The individual whose gross in- 


;come is less than $600.00 is not 


required to file a return; but if 


that income is from salary or, 
° : : : ' 
wages from which withholdings | 


have been taken by an employer, 
it will be to the advantage of 
the person to’ file a return, which 
will serve as a claim for refund 
of the taxes collected through the 
withholding plan, but which are 
not due because of the size of the 
income. 
ALL WEALTH 

Gross income, in general, is de- 


fined as all wealth, in money or | 
money’s worth, received by an in- 


dividual, with the exception of re- 


turn to capital, and income ex- |} 
pressly exempt from taxation hy | 


law. 


Capital is for example, the 
amount paid for property which | 
produces. income; a rental pro-! 
perty, stocks, or bonds; when 
{such property is disposed of, the | 
capital is returned to the owner; | 
and its return does not consti- | 
tute gross income. The subject of 
income expressly exempt from | 
tax by law will be discussed in| 


a later article. 


Gross income, then, includes 
any types of compensation for 
personal services; gross profits of | 
a business or profession; rental | 
income; dividends; interest; and} 
income from many other sources. | 


THREE TYPES 


There are three types of re-| 
turns which may be used by the | 


taxpayer in reporting his income; 
but only two forms on which to 
make them. They are: 

Form 1040-A 

Form 1040, used in short form. 

Form 1040, used in long form. 

Form 1040-A is the Employee's 
Optional Return. It can be used 
only if gross income is less than 
35,000.00 

In computing the tax on Form 


Revenue gives full credit for all 
exemptions claimed by the tax- 
payer, and approximately ten per 
cent of his adjusted gross income 
as an optional standard deduc- 
tion. He also figures a joint re- 
turn both jointly and separately, 
and gives the taxpayer the bene- 
fit of the lower figure.
